Some years ago Col. H. P. Far- 
row carried Lumpkin county on 
the republican ticket for congress, 
but Mr. Ashley will never do it. 
Col. Farrow was a citizen of the 
ninth district and resided in pump- 
kin county and paid his taxes here. 
It is not this way with Mr. Ash- 
ley. He has not returned a single 
dollars worth of taxes during the 
whole five years he has been in 
Lumpkin and Dawson counties, 
simply because he has been down 
here from Ohio running a dredge 
boat for Mr. VanVleck, and would 
not have beep in the field had the 
republican leaders been able to 
get some one else. After failing 
in several efforts they fell upon 
Mr. Ashley, knowing that he would 
heli> to fill in with and make appear- 
ances well as any one. Then after 
Mr. Ashley decided to make the race

Mining Notes. 

Ten stamps of the Lockhart are 
being run with plenty of good ore 
and have enough for twenty or 
thirty if they only had the power. 
Mr. Craig R. Arnold of the up- 
per Etowah mine was in Dahlone- 
ga a short while last Saturday 
who informed us that he would 
soon commence putting in his 
machihery at the mill and begin 
business actively. 

The supply of gold in the Uni 
ted States during the calender 
year of 1903 was valued at $7: 
591,700, $52,000 coming from the 
old red hills of Georgia, mostly in 
Lumpkiu county, which is a good 
showing during a drouth. 

The Briar Patch dredge boat was 
launched last Tuesday. It is 
piece of workmanship that shows 
without auy other evidence that 
Mr. W. E. Ricketts, the builder 
and contractor, understands his 
business. The machinery 
being installed. 

The McAfee- Lind mine was 
closed down last week for lack of 
water. It may he that electrical 
power will be secured very 
to operate this mine, as it cost a 
good deal to run the pump by 
steam owing to the quantity of- 
wood it requires. If this plan is 
adopted the mill can be kept run- 
n full time, there being 
plenty of ore to supply it both 
dayand night. 

The job of cleaning out the Sin- 
gleton canal was finished last Sat- 
urday, which will give a bigger 
head of water to operate that 
mine, but not as much as is need- 
ed without the power of Grindle 
shoals. Mr. W. B. Fry has al- 
ready made a survey and estima- 
ted its cost, which we learn is lesi 
than three thousand dollars. This 
is certainly very cheap. Mr. Brey- 
the president of the Stan 
,dard Co. owning the Singleton, 
the shoals and much other miner- 
al property in this county, spends 
his entire time at the mine. He 
well pleased with the value of 
the ores and says that this is cer- 
tain to be a big mining camp. 

At a recent meeting of the Con- 
solidated Co. in Toledo, O., Mr. 
V. Bainbridge resigned and 
Mr. J. P. Coats was elected in 
bis stead. Mr. Coats will remain 
at Ohio and look after that end of 
the line, and Mr. Bainbridge will 
return to Dahlonega and resume 
bis duties of carrying on the min- 
ing as he has for several months. 
Mr. Bain bridge's report of the 
progress of the work was well 
ceived and very encouraging to 
every member of the company 
present. It was determined 
ruu 60 stamps at the Hand as soon 
as the present drouth breaks, and 
to rebuild the Findley dam and 
put the mill in motion. Then 
they will go on down to the Bar- 
low and start it up on a largei 
scale. - 

The long protracted drouth is 
a big drawback to the mining op- 
erations of this section. Last week 
the Hand mill was only able to 
run about 75 hours, and since then 
they have only been trying to op- 
erate it during the day. At night 
the gate has to be shut down 
time or two to let the water 
get strong enough to furnish elec- 
trical power to give lights. 
When this plant was started less 
than four years ago there w 
pie power to run the 120 stamp 
mill both day and night, the 
crusher and much other machine- 
ry. Now 80 stamps cannot be run 
regularly 12 hours. But if the ore 
continues plentiful and valuable 
like it now is, and there is no 
doubt but what it will, the compa- 
ny will finish the tunnel through 
the Blue Ridge and strengthen 
amply its power by a stream in 
Union county, but we trust that 
the drouth will soon break and we 
will have plenty of water on this 
side of the mountain for all pur- 



and good mill ore. This tunnel 
taps the main lode of ore many 
feet, under the drifts and tunnels 
which were opened in prospecting 
the property. There is not a stick 
of timber in any of these drifts or 
tunnels, though some of the drifts 
in the upper tunnel run out north 
and south many feet. We doubt 
if there is any other known min- 
ing propositions where such an 
amount of drifting and tunneling 
can be done on so solid and mas- 
sive as to preclude the necessity of 
timbering. The ore in all the cuts, 
shafts, drifts and tunnels rather 
increase than decrease in value as 
depth is obtained. The last as- 
says made were by Mr. Braid, of 
Nashville, Teun., of the average 
ore in all the veins and cuts— 12 
assays, which show over twenty 
dollars per ton. These assays in* 
eluded the richest and poorest ore 
bodies. Mr. Braid is known to be 
a careful painstaking conscientious 
chemist and mineralogist, and to 
verify his ' assays panned all the 
places carefully and in every in- 
stance the pan showed conclusive- 
ly that his chemistry was not at 
fault. Mr. Braid, as every othei 
expert who has examined the prop 
erty, was astonished at its rich- 
ness and vastness. With the great 
quantity of ore of all grades 
sight with a value of one-fourth of 
the above assays places it if not 
at the first, one of the finest gold 
mines of the world. 



The Election. 

Last Wednesdays election pass- 
ed off very quiet on account of the 
democratic ticket havinar no oppo- 
sition, and the vote was very light. 
No interest being taken in it ex* 
cept in the amendments. A few 
republicans voted but most of them 
scratched all the names and voted 
against the amendments only. The 
number of votes polled in the Dah- 
lonega district was 204. For lim- 
iting ad valorum tax to 5 mills 19. 
Against it 175. For local taxation 
public schools 24. Against it 176. 
For increase of representatives 30. 
Against it 160. For increase of 
counties 35. Against it 160. 

All the precincts in the county 
are heard from except Crumby, 
giving 64 yotes for the school 
amendment and 353 against it. 
AH the other amendments were 
lost.

WORLD'S FAIR 

Complete Exhibition of Island People and 

Industries Covers Forty-seven Acres 

and Is Independent of Larger Show. 

Not even in the heart of Manila etty 
eould there be found forty-seven acres 
of Philippine territory as interesting as 
that nmount of space covered by the 
Islands' display at the World's Fair. 
Here Is an exposition within an ex- 
position, a little wheel that revolves 
Independently of the larger one encom- 
passing it. 

Scores of buildings are filled with ex- 
hibits, native life is depicted by as 
many different villages as there are 
tribes on the islands, military drills are 
given by Philippine troops, and con- 
certs are rendered by native bands. 
For Its amusement features the Philip- 
pine exposition has the humorous Igor- 




ienct's of western civilization. 

The bnlldinss of Agncultm-i'. Forest- 
ry and Fisheries show all the varied 
natural products, also tl.u? extremely 
primitive processes as yet in vogue, 
while in the Women's building we are 
introduced to a number of native man- 
ufactures. Including the beautiful fab- 
from the jusi, banana and pine- 
apple fibers. This information is collat- 
ed in the Building of Commerce, where 
lique and most effective method of 
exhibiting is followed. In one hall are 
samples of all the articles produced for 
export, among which manila fiber, of 
course, holds the chief place of prom- 
inence, while in a second hall are all 
the manufactures from every country 
that are Imported and And a ready 
market among the populace. Thus the 
business man gets a dual lesson. Ho 
sees what he can profitably take from 
the islands, and also what he may 
profitably send to them. When It Is 
added that a large number of represent- 
ative Filipinos have been brought over 
to visit the Exposition and study Amer- 
can business methods and manufac- 
tures, it will be recognized that great 
benefit both to the islands and to the 
world at large must result from this 
work of mutual enlightenment.

actors and actresses. Nothing is lack- 
ing to make the show complete. 

The Administration building is a rep- 
Hca of the government offices in Ma- 
nila, while the Art and Education 
building reproduces in miniature the 
cathedral within the walled city, even 
the mellowed tints of age being faith- 
fully rendered. A section of the an- 
cient but still serviceable town wall 
has been reconstructed to serve the dou- 
ble purpose of a gateway to the show 
and a museum of arms and war relics. 
The other main edifices are types ol 
Filipino homes, being built of undress- 
ed timber, bamboo and rattan, with 
thatched roofs and broad verandas. 

Then there are the tribal villages 
nestling under the trees, some of the 
houses perched high up among the 
boughs, others on piles above the wa- 
ters of the Arrowhead lake, all of them 
actual dwellings fashioned of native 
materials by native workmanship and 
Illustrating the manners, customs and 
pursuits of their occupants. Here are 
women weaving a coarse cloth on a 
rude hand loom, others making bas- 
kets, others tending irrigated fields of 
rice. One group of men are in village 
council, trying an offender according 
to their tribal laws; others are slowly 
moving in a circular danci*To the thump 
of tomtoms and the clang of brass 
gongs; others, again, are smelting iron 
by the aid of a primitive but most in- 
genious bellows, the constituent parts 
of which are a bamboo tube and an air- 
tight mop of feathers working therein 
like the piston of a syringe. And these 
are but a few of an almost endless va- 
riety of life pictures. 

The ethnological problem is a some- 
what complicated one; but, although 
there are no fewer than sixteen races 
represented among the village dwellers, 
the scouts and the constabulary, each 
race speaking its own dialect and fol- 
lowing its own customs, all may be 
roughly classified into four groups— 
the true aboriginals or non-Malays, the 
pagan Malays, the Christian Malays 
and the Mohammedan Malays. 

The first are the dwarf Negritos, with 
dark skins and woolly heads, wearers 
of scanty raiment, proficient in the use 
of the bow and poisoned arrow, a race 
of nomads and forest dwellers, pagans 
pure and simple. They live In their 
own stockaded village. 

Next to them are the Igorrotes, 
Whose origin is traced back to the first 
wave of Malay invasion. Here, again, 
we have scanty clothing, amounting 
almost to nudity, but copper colored 
skins, long wavy tresses, pleasant fea- 
tured faces and fine physiques, even 
though the stature be small. Among 
these pagan Malays are the head hunt- 
ers and the dog eaters. They are sav- 
ages, yet have their code of laws and a 
knowledge of several primitive indus- 
tries. 

The Christian Malays, produced by 
the second wave of invasion, are rep- 
resented by the Visayans, a tall and. 
handsome race, dressing well, living in 
pretty homes, skilled in weaving, dye- 
ing, basket making, hat making, wood 
carving and other handicrafts, musi- 
cians of no mean merit, the one group 
of natives who came early and thor- 
oughly under the influence of the early 
Spanish settlers. 

Very different are the Moros, who 
swept into the islahds from the Malay 
peninsula last of all, bringing with 
them their Mohammedan religion, also 
a knowledge of gunpowder acquired 
with the Koran from the Arabs— fana- 
tics like their teachers, pirates, blood- 
thirsty, treacherous and vindictive fel-

j The following correspondence 
I we know will prove interesting to 
! our readers. It is not to be found 
j in any volume of letters, or life of 
! Thomas Jefferson, that we have 
j seen. The article was furnished 
i to us by Col. W.m. B. Hamilton, 
I of San Antonio, Texas, who has 
j been in Dahlonega for a short 
1 time on a visit to a relative, and 
• to rest and recuperate. He is a 
! grandson of Col. John Hamilton 
i "layman," who wrote the docu- j 
ment which we now publish : 

The Chowan association in 1807 
met at Gashie Meeting house, 
Bertie county, on the 2nd, 3rd and 
4th of May.' At the meeting the 
year previous at Salem church an 
vddress to Thomas Jeffereop, who 
was then President of the. United 
States, was presented to the asso- 
ciation by Col. John Hamilton, a 
prominent layman in the associa- 
tion, which was approved by the 
association, and by its order sign- 
ed by the Moderator and clerk, 
and 'forwarded to the President. 
The address was as follows: 
"To the President of the 

United States : 
,. . Under Divine protection, 
the ministers and messengers of 
the several Baptist churches of 
the North Carolina Chowan asso- 
ciation, held at Salem, on New- 
biggin Creek, in Pasquotank 
county, in the district of BJdenton 
and State of North Carolina hav- 
ing met by appointment to offer 
up the sacrifices of a broken and 
contrite heart to the Great Author 
of their being for the unbounded 
display of goodness and of tender 
jies bestowed upon the chil- 
dren of men; and while rendering 
adoration, prayer and thanksgiv* 
ing with deep humility, for the 
great and unspeakable Gift, that 
brought life and immortality to 
light through the Gospel, they 
feel a profound sense of the bounty 
received by the hands of the Su- 
preme toward the several churches 
of our connection, by the outpow- 
ering of the Spirit upon them; not 
only effecting a great increase of 
members, but in the substantial 
interest of the churches, being 
supported and strengthened by a 
very great, and uncommon meas- 
ure of Christian love, union and 
harmony among the brethren. 
While we have great cau 
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this terrestrial globe, and in i 
3 midst of natural wealth, pros- 
perity and peace, added to extent 
of empire Under the wise policy 
of your administration, we feel no 
danger of you violating your trust 
or attempting to endanger the 
happiness of the people who have 
chosen you as their chief and 
head. And while our prayers and 
praises are due to the Sovereign 
Ruler of the Universe who has 
made you an instrument in His 
hands to give such blessings to 
such a people, we pray that the 
God of Battles may be your sun 
and shield, that He may give you 
grace and glory, and that He may 
withhold.no thing from you. And 
may we devoutly permitted to add 
our prayers to the Great Disposer 
of Evens, if it is His will, that j 
your life devoted to public goodj 
from the commencement of our I 
glorious Revolution to fche present 
day, may be prolonged, with bjess.- 
ings to yourselves and cemmoo 
country.

I have 
my receipts from Dawson county 
for years 1902 and 1903. All the

TEAS THAT ARE 
WORTH FORTUNES 

Twelve Hundred Kinds Are In China's 

Show at the World's Fair— The Most 

Populous Nation of the World For 

the First Time Makes an Exhibit 

Worthy of Her Greatness. 

Many o::-io;!!K;n", oC rfupendous char- 
acter make up the World's Fair of 
1004. Eacli part is a vast and distinct 
Bhow. Each building shelters many 
acres of wonderful things— wonderful 
because they are the choicest of their 
kind. Every nation on the globe is 
represented. Every state and territory 
is here with its best and making the 
most of its greatest opportunity. 

The fact that China has not been a 
large exhibitor at world's fairs gives 
to her great exhibit here a prominence 
quite exceptional. It is a wonderland 
of ingenious productions. We know 
China best by reason of her extensive 
exports of teas, which have found a 
vast market in the United States for 
generations. Her commercial interests 
therefore prompted her to make a dis- 
play of teas that we should not for- 
get. 



~ In sealed glass jars China displays in 
the Liberal Arts Palace some 1 
kinds of tea. Young Hyson and Old 
Hyson have a string of tea relations 
longer than the genealogical chain of 
Plymouth Kock. They are neatly si 
lected "chops," in the language of the 
tea farmer, and these classes do not 
embrace medicinal teas, which are 
quite another lot in the rather modest 
number of 400. 

The teas exhibited vary in price from 
a few cents a pound to some rare and 
exclusive kinds that are worth their 
weight in gold, the tea in the latter 
cases being placed on one side of the 
scales and pure gold on the other— 
that is to say, the tea of this expensive 
kind is worth about $20 gold an ounce. 
Only a very small quantity of this ex- 
clusive leaf is exhibited, and it is 
grown in carefully guarded tea planta- 
tions or gardens right under the shad- 
ows of the .great wall of China. Its cul- 
tivation is prohibited for any use save 
for the imperial family of China and a 
few of the favored high officials. 

Mention has been made of the word 
"chop" in connection with tea, and it 
may be interesting .to the everyday 
reader to know what the word actually 
signifies. The tea leaf is grown in va- 
rious districts of the Chinese empire on

We entered upon our duties 
Monday morning after a very in- 
telligent charge of your liouor up 
on the various subjects which 
would attract the attention of this 
body. We have carefully consider- 
ed all the business Brought before 
this body and made decisions upon 
all matters pertaining to our du- 
ties. 

As to the county's condition wc 
have adopted the finance commit- 
tees report as a part of our pre- 
sentments, showing the working 
of the county officers in their re 
spective offices, and is hereby ap- 
pended us a part of our repeat. 

We hape examined the dockets 
of the J. P. and N. P. and find 
them well kept. We find some va- 
cancies of N. P. and recommend 
the appointment of the following 
to serve as Notaries Public in their 
respective districts: 

Yahoola District— 900, G. M., 
C. M. Mote. Jones' Creek Diss 
tricl — 1415, (x.

We find two vacancies on the 
board of education and recommend 
that Win, A. McGce be appointed 
to till the vacancy made by resig- 
nation of G. G. Evans, ar.dG. Mo- 
Quire to (ill the vacancy made by 
the resignation of W. P. Price, Sr. 

We have selected as a commit 
tee to examine the various county 
officers and make a report to the 
next grand jury the following: T. 
F. Jackson, W. H. Jones, M. J. 
Williams, and recommend that 
they receive the same compensa- 
tion that jurors receive for the 
time they are actually engaged in 
the performance of their duties. 

We have examined into the con- 
dition of the public roads and find

That the road commissioners of^the 
Various districts furnish the ordi-> 
nary with the number of miles 
and descriptions, and by compil- 
ing these reports the ordinary can 
map out and classify roads of coun- 

ty. 

We recommend that the piers at 
tiio Jay bridge be built four foet 
higher of good and suitable stone, 
at the expense of the contractor 
iu lieu of middle pier. 

We have examined the jajl and 
find it in good condition except a 
few broken panes and recommend 
them to be replaced at onoe, Al- 
so we recommend that they be fur- 
nished with elean and sufficient 
bedding so that the white and col- 
ored race will not have to bed to> 
gether. 

We have examined the court 
house and find it in good condi 
tiou except the concrete floor and 
recommend that it be repaired. 

We recommend that the per di>* 
em of jurors and court bailiffs for 
next year be -$1.50 per day. We 
recommend that the finance com- 
mit tee be paid $1.50 per day for 
services already proposed. 

We have examined the pension 
roll and so far as wc are able to 
ascertain arc all entitled, 

We recommend that the ordinas 
ry pay W. B. Whitmire $3.00 per 
month temporarily. 

We recommend that the ordina- 
ry buy a pauper home not to cost 
over $3,000, and have appointed 
the following committee to act in 
with the ordinary in select- 
ing and purchasing said farm: Jo- 
seph 0. Stargel, George Cochran, 
David N. Jarrard, W. H. C. Tate. 
That said farm shall be let out 
to the lowest bidder with a good 
icient bond for the faithful 
performance of his duties. We 
think it advisable to buy this farm 
X once to save the amount which 
is about one thousand dollars an 
nually, in part payment on said 
farm iu lieu of its being scat 
teredin little dribs all over the 
county.
